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JOHN  CONSTABLE 


was  born  in  1776  and  died  in  1837*  Of  all  the  painters  of 
landscape  who  made  the  reputation  of  the  English  school  at 
that  time  he  was  destined  to  have  the  widest  and  most  per¬ 
manent  influence  upon  modem  landscape  painting*  His 
great  contemporary  T urner,  whose  imagination  raised  him  to 
greater  heights  of  emotional  expression,  was  the  climax  of  an 
earlier  school  which  followed  the  example  of  Claude  Lorraine* 
Constable  belonged  to  another  and  more  humble  school,  lovers 
of  nature  in  her  simpler  and  more  usual  aspects,  which  had 
in  England  taken  up  the  tradition  of  Ruisdael*  Following 
Crome  the  leadership  of  this  movement  fell  to  Constable,  who 
“deserves  the  credit  of  creating  modern  landscape,  for  he  was 
the  first  to  accept  the  literal  facts  of  nature  as  the  bases  for 
the  most  consummate  works  of  art*  His  influence  has  been 
profound  and  unusual”*  “The  revelation  of  true  nature  with 
her  frank  verdure  and  her  atmospheric  transparencies  was 
made  to  France  by  Englishmen,  Bonington  and  Constable, 
who  sent  some  of  their  work  to  the  Salons  of  the  Restoration 
period”*  ( Retnach )*  This  revelation  resulted  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Barbizon  school  to  which  modern  painting  owes 
so  much*
